In addition to the purchase abroad of military eguipment, 


Indian defense industries will continue to turn out a wide variety Hh 
of small arnts, artillery, ammunition, and support equipment. 


Major items produced include the MIG~21l jet fighter and ATOLL 


airv-to~air missile under Sovict license: the SS-11 anti-tank 


missile and. Alouette ITI and SA-315 helicopters under French 


ae 


license; and Leander-class frigates, Vijayenta tanks, Gnat fighters, 


and W5-748 transports under British license. 

In the post-1976 time-frame, India will have to find a 
veplacement for its Canberra bomber fleet. Moscow hus offerad 
the TU-16 and "U-22, and in the absence of a suitable Western 


candidate, New Delhi may scttle for one of these. The Vikrant, 


India's aircraft carrier, will no longer be a eredible naval 
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threat without a new geac¢vatdion of caxxier-boune aireraft. 
This requirement may go unfilled. Moscow and avis have no 
suitable adreraft and the price tag on the British Harrier is

France and Sweden are potential suppliers. The Soviet T-G62 is 
the most likely candidate fox the next generation of Indian 
main battle tanks, although local production could fulfill a 
Large part of this requirement.

The local defense production projects are dependent on 
Acab finanding wien may already be arranged, but even so Pakistan 
does not have the resources to undertake all the projects under 
consideration. Any significant output from these projects will 
be at least several years off. Weavy reliance on French materiel 
and technical support. would continue through the 1970s. . Pakisten 
currently manufactures small axins and ammunition and assemblos 
Cobra anti-tank missiles under German license and Alouette IIt 
helicopters under Fronch Wiconde,. but has failed te achieve con- 
plete self-sufficiency even in these efforts. 

In the post-1976 time-frame, Pakistan will need. to replace 
its T-59 tanks, probably with the next qeneration of Chinese tonks. 
Islamabad will want to correct its deficiencies in transport aix- 
craft, expecially Light transports, and anti-aircraft artillery. 
China will fulfill some of the latter requirement but has nothing 
comparable to the self-propelled “SU-23-4 in both the Indian and 
Afghan inventowies. Nox is China likely to be able to supply 
Islamabad with a medium on high altitude surface-to-air missile 


comparable to the Indian and Afghan SA-2s.
